A glowing tribute Was) paid to 
S banghai's Outstanding — detective 
yesterday afternoon by the most 
levish funeral procession to wen’ 
its way through local SXhorough- 
sures since the funeral of Sheng 
Keng-10, Manchu dynasty multi- 
nullionaire, 24 fears ago. 

The hearse bearing the remain: 
of the late Superintendent Lok 
Lien-kwei, S.M.P. was driven along 
an cight-mile course which took in 
the main streets of the Inter- 
national Sctuiement. The proces- 
sion ielf was a mile long, and 
reawyred approximately an hour to 
pus, & & cn point. 

Superintendent Toh’s 27-year 
earcer with the Shanghai Municipal 
Felice was prematurely ended — by 
the vicious bark of assassins’ bullets. 
which murdered the best Chinese 
wolice official in the annals of S.M 
Police history outside the Central 
Hotci. corner of Hoopeh and Can- 
ton Roads, on Thursday. 

Havillars Head Cortege 

Heading the precession, which 
Started at 1 p.m. yesterday at the 
pailors of the International Funeral 
Directors on Kiavchow Road and 
did not reach its destination, the 
Pingkiang Guild on Tatung Road. 
until four hours later, were cight 
Havildars. They were followed by 
the Russian band of the French 
Municipal Police. 

Throngs five and six-deep lined 
the streets on the itinerary for a 
full hour before the start af the 
Hlocession. More than 1,000,000 
Chumese and foreigners witnessed 
the largest funcral to be held in 
Shahghai in a score of vears. 

Traffic was tied up to allow the 
Procession to pass, and a large force 
of pchce officers lined the streets 
along which the cortege was to pass 
Working overtime to keep kack the 
curious thpusands who persisted in 
surging onto the roads.

Atmospher. Tense 

While ono antoward Incident 
eceurred aiming the procession, a 
representative of Pan Tata Press 
who walked with this group clearly 
Jel the tension which prevailed, | 
especially when the hearse pas ed 
the Central Hotel, outside whieh | 
the assassination was perpetrated 
Jast. ‘Thursday. 

More than 100 curs ind trucks 
participated in the procession. Near 
the head ot the apparently endices 
stream of mourn es moved aocur 
ecurrying a portrait of the deceased 
and another car bearing the spiri- 
tual tablet. Flower lanterns, large 
banners, Chinese bands, monks, 
‘Taoist priests, nuns, mourning 
strolls and a car bearing the late 
superintendant's police cap and 
and details of his carcer were also 
included. 

Midway in the procession march- 
ed Major K. M. Bourne, S.M.P. 
Commissioner, accompanied by De-, 
puty-Comimissioners S. C. Young 
and Captain H.M. Smyth. They were 
followed by Special Japanese 
Deputy-Cammissioner C. Akagt and 
others. Htsh officials of the French 
Police marehed ahead. 

Many Bands Mareh . 

In addition to the Russian band 
ol the P.M. Police, there were also 
the S.M.P. Drum and Fife band and:

suild, besides numerous Chinese 
Sands, : 

The mourning curtain, ino viaeh 
marched Saperlntendent Loh’, two 
cns as the two chief male mour- 
jers, limediately preceded the 
acarse bering the casket. 

Mr. Loh's private automobile, iu 
which he was assassinited only 
four days ago, participated in the 
procession, its rear window, which 
was shot to pieces, not replaced. 
Tiare blood-stained upholstery was 
removed, and a portrait of the de- 
ceased, surrounded by incense and 
flowers, placed within.

Several assassins fired more than ten shots at the Superine 
tendent as he was about toaight fram his motor car. When 
the Superintendent-coliapsed, the assassins made their way 
to Hoopeh Road in a southerly direation, With his cheot 
pierced by 8 bullets, Superintendent Lon died instantaneoualy, 
His chauffeur was also wounded and fell to the grouna.. “The 
Superintendent was removed to @ mortuary in a Municipal 
ambulange, while the chaufieur was sent to the Chinese Lester 
Hospital.

The 
Chineee gantleman was struck by bullets in the head and chest 
and died on the spot, while his chauffeur was wounded on the 
right arm. The two men were immediately removed to the 
Chinese Lester Hospital. 

The victim was found to be 
Superintendent Loh Lien-kwei, a leader of tne Green Pang 
who was supf;orted by a large number of Chinese memnvers of 
the Munici pal Pelice Force. 

His fortune is estimated at 
One million dollars. This he was one of the leading 
businessmen in the Settlement, owking the Central Hotel, 
the Chung Nan Hotel and the swimming pool on Bubbling Well 
Road. The mumer has caused a considerable sensation in

On the afternoon of August 18 
Superintendent Loh Lien-kwei of the Criminal Investigation 
Department of the Shanghai Municipal Police, a big leader 
of anti-Japanese elements in the Internetional Settlement, 
was shot dead by several persons, 

At 2.50 pem. August 18 Superin- 
tendent Loh arrived at the Central Hotel on Canton Road in 
his private motor car No.743 from his home on Tszepang Road. 
Several assassins fired more than ten shots at the Superin- 
tendent as he was about to alight from his motor care When 
the Superintendent collapsed, the assassins made their way 
to Hoopeh Road in a southerly direction. With his chest 
piercei by 8 bullets, Superintendent Loh died instantaneously. 
His chauffeur Was also wounded and fell to the ground. The 
Superintendent was removud to a mortuary in a Municipel 
ambulance, while the chauffeur was sent to the Chinese Lester 
Hospital. 

Immediately efter the assassination, 
the S.M.P. threw a cordon around the place and started an 
investigation. The Prench Police also adopted precautionary 
measures along Avenue Edward VII like those they had adopted

High Police Officer Killed 


Supt. Loh Lien-kwe Assassinated Outside 
Chinese Hotel ; Two Gunmen Escape 


PAIR of bold assassins riddled Supt. Loh Lien-kwe, a leading 
Chinese detective officer of the Settlement Police, with bullets 
outside the Central Hotel, Canton Road, at 2.45 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon and then escaped by running into Hoopeh Road. Supt. 
Loh, who was one of the most influential Chinese in Shanghai, 
died almost instantly from weunds in the head, chest and shoulder, 
and was pronounced dead on being admitted to the Lester Hospital. 
His chauffeur was wounded in the arm, losing a considerable 
lamount of blood, and is now in the Lester Hospital in a serious 
condition. Pro-Japanese elements are suspected of having per- 
‘petrated the daring crime. 
It was the first instance jn the history of the Municipal! Police 
‘in which a high-ranking officer had been assassinated, and im-!

Supt. Loh Lien-kwe was a man 
whose place in the Settlement Police 
it will be difficult to fill. His long 
detective experience, his connections 
and his genius in dealing with cases 
all contributed to make him an out- 
standing figure in the S.M.P. Besides, | 
his genial character and generous 
disposition had endeared him to many 
in and outside of police ranks. 


Notable Police Career 


Supt. Loh rose from humble begin- 
nings. He was born in Huchow, Che- 
kiany. 49 years ago, and joined the 
S.M.P. as a constable on May 27, 1911. 
In 1916 he was made a cetective con- 
stable and he continued in the Detec- 
tive Branch unlil the time of his 
death. He was appointed sergeant 
in 1923, sub-inspector, in 1926, in- 
spector in 1927, chief inspector in 
1929, assistant superintendent in 1933, 
and superintendent in 1937. His com- 
mendations for superior police work 
numbered well over 100, and he was 
decorated twice by the Council—once 
with the Police Long Service Medal, 
jand recently with the 1937 Emergency 
Medal. 

Mr. Loh leaves two sons and four 
daughters. His wife died last year, 
elaborate funeral services being held 
in the spring of this year. 

Supt. Loh’s hospitality was extend- 
ed to many, both Chinese and 
foreigners, who will remember him 
as a genial host and a connoisseur of 
the delicacies of the Chinese table. 
To thuse who came intaq daily contact 
with him, he will stand out as a 
quiet-natured and  even-tempered 
man, able to handle difficult problems 
with tact and understanding, and al- | 
ways eager to help those in need of | 
his assistance. He had friends in all 
the Municipal services, the Press and 
the Shanghai business world, who will , 
long cherish his memory.

Superintendent ton Lien- 
kwei, chief of the Chinese detectives attached io S.M.P. Head- 
quarters, was riddled with bullets at 2.45 p.m. yesterday when 
he drove up in his car before the Central Hotel at the intor- 
section of Canton and Hoopeh Roads.

in their new Riot Car as well as

There were six buliets holes in his 
body.

Not forgetting the minutest de- 
tails despite the excitement of the 
moment, the detectives, who were 
first on the scene, did not overlook 
to detain a number of wiinesses of 
the assassination. A number of 
these were being questioned at the 
Louza Police Station up to a late 
hour last nighi, and it is expected 
that tney may help the police in. 
tracing the killers, whom every 
detective in the Force has vowed 
to bring to book, 


Loss Mourned 

The death of Superintendent Lon 
cast a gloom over the Force tast 
evening when his passing became 
known to the hundreds of men with 
whom he hed served since 1911, 
He joined the Force on May 27 of 
that year as a constable and worked 
his way to the positicn of Superint- 
endent, to which he was promoted 
on May 1, 1937, before reaching the 
age of 50. A most genial officer 
with his men and friends, he also 
numbered not a few well-wishers 
among the Chinese criminal world, 
having frequently lent a helping 
hand to a young wrongdoer and put 
him back on the right path. 

But emong the armed criminal 
fraternity h2 was one of the most 
;feared men in the city. Relentless 
ja his pursuit of the armed kidnap- 
per and gun-wielder, Loh Lien- 
; kwei’s name wos a synonym for 
danger when he hit the trail of 
wrongdoers, 

Reliable And Loyal 

| A high officer of the S.M.P. yester- 
‘day referred to the late Superin- 
tendent Loh as a man of great 
courage and pointed out that, 
despite the fact that he had been 
‘Warned a great number of times, 
Loh did not want to have a body- 
; Suard always with him. The officer 
{also pointed cut that the assassinat- 
ed man was one of the! most out- 
standing men who had been in the 
detective branch. He was thorough- 
ly reliable and loyal to the Shanghai 
tommunity. 

In a circular order yesterday, the 
Commissioner of Police expressed 
great regret at the sudden death c! 
Superintendent Loh, by which th: 
Force loses one of its most valued 
officers, and the Commissioner, on 
behalf of all members of the Force, 
expressed his deep regret at the 
death of Superinterdent Loh and 
_extended to his relatives an expres- 
‘sion of deep sympathy. 

The body of the deceased has 
‘been taken to the parlours of tne 
International Funer.! Directors on 
Kiaochow Rond, and the encoffining 
cersmony will be hela :n.Sunday. 
The. casket will be temporarily. pir‘ 
in the care of the Ping Klang Kt ug 
Tso Cemetery. .
